The country is preparing to build 
permanent highways, despite the cost. 
More contracts for more miles have 


been awarded this year than in 1919 
This situation exists 
despite the fact that the average cost 
per mile in Cook county in 1919 was 
$26,774, as against an average of $42,- 
382 of the bids received this year. 
However, contracts awarded this year 
have fallen behind those awarded for 
the same period last year. These 
figures relate to conerete roads, data 
for other kinds not being available.

A comparison of the number of 
square yards of concrete country roads 
for which contracts have been awarded 
in the entire country in the last three 


years for comparable periods is as 
follows:
